(4) The provisions of the hydraulic project approval
program are now redundant or conflict with protective
provisions adopted under section 4(d) of the federal
endangered species act by the national marine fisheries
service and the United States fish and wildlife service.

Declares that, notwithstanding the provisions of RCW
34.05.020, al rules made by the Washington state fish and
wildlife commission relating to the hydraulic project
approval program shall be repealed, without further action
by the commission by July 1, 2003.

distribute technical and educational information to assist
water users in complying with the requirements of their
water rights and applicable water laws;

(2) When the department determines that a violation
has occurred or is about to occur, it shal first attempt to
achieve voluntary compliance by informing and educating
the responsible person or persons regarding the law, the
reason that the action or incipient actionisnot allowed under
thelaw, andthe potential penaltiesand sanctionsthat may be
brought if compliance is not achieved. As part of this first
response, the department shall offer technical information
and assistanceto the personin identifying alternative means
toaccomplish the person’ spurposeswithintheframework of
the law; and

(3) If educationand technical assi stancedo not achieve
compliance, the department shall issueanotice of violation,
aformal administrative order under RCW 43.27A.190, or
assess pendties under RCW 90.03.600, unless the
noncomplianceis corrected expeditiously or the department
determines no impairment or harm.

Declares that this act is not intended to prevent the
department from taking immediate action to cause a
violation to be ceased immediately if in the opinion of the
department the nature of the violationiscausing or islikely
to cause immediate harm to other water rights or to public
resources.
